During 
his move to the new heusing 
block a camer. n, using a 
hand-held newsreel camera, 
munaged to get a shot of a ninw 
car-old boy in the same neigh- 
Dourhood killing 2 rat with his 
bare hands. 

Government officials as well 
aa oother refugees in the area 
confirmed the fact that this was 
a common occurrence: do that 
this particular boy well 
known for his proficiency at rat- 
is(lling. It was not a melodrama- 
tle and exeeptional = inetdent.

After all, there are more rats 
in Hongicenge than people. 
Fuller sthtes that we 
the refugee moving from 
fire victim’s shack to 
Governinent housing block 
“swhure, as the camera had it.

We sald, “Far the 
Yeung family the wheel of life 
had turned," after showing ‘Jess 
fortunate people still sleeping 
on the sidewalk in a card- 
beard box, These, tov, were 
facts and not exceptions. 


"Brick squalor’ 


The Colony itself has official- 
ly shown its housing efforts to 
the world and H was at the 
suggestion of the Government's 
chief press oMlecr that we film- 
ed the housing block! If Mr, 
Fuller thinks the Government's 
efforts are producing “brick 
squalor” he ought fo take It 
up with his Government, not 
with us, 

In the middle of his polemic 
he writes ... “With the open- 
ing shot of Mr Holden, he re- 
minds his audience thot 
Colonialism {s for most of us a 
dirty word, and to prove his 
polnt, the camera swoops down 
to the indescribable squalor of 
the refuyee shacks.” 

The reference to Colonialism 
was, in the first place, made 
halfway through the film. And 
hot only has he misquoted, but 
he has taken the remark com- 
pletely out of context. The fact 
is that after showing how the 
refugee family Hves and works 
the flim returned to the narra- 
tor who said, “Work in Hong- 
kong somehow always goes on 
and the Orst reason {s the Bri- 
lish, Now, Colonialism has 
beeome a dirty word in’ our 
time, BUT NOT HERE. Here 
the British are the people who 
have kept the shop open’. ..” 


Another error 


The narrative went on to ad- 
mire the achievement of | the 
British over the last century 
and to especially conmend Bri- 
tain’s maintenance of free 
trade.

Another error in Fuller's ac- 
count was to quote the narra- 
tlon as saying “Mr Turner is 
driving his M.G. himself, leav- 
ing the Rolls-Reyce for his 
wife.” In point of fact the nar- 
rator sald, “On warm days 
Turner drives to work In his 
M.G., top down, leaving the 
Rolls for his wife." 

Apparently Fuller Interpreted 
this simple description of fact 
as on political side-swipe. He 
forgets that Americans are very 
car-consclous and that the 
Rolls-Royce (several years old, 
by the way) was quite visible 
in the background and not’ to 
identify it would be an irritot- 
ing oversight so far as a great 
many American viewers are 
concerned. - 


Man on top’ 


A parallel scenggin America 
would probably have shown a 
unifermed chauffeur and what 
kind of an ominous slant would 
Fuller see in that? Most as- 
suredly there {1s a difference 
between the chairman of a 
powerful bank and a refugee 
from Red China. 

If we suggested that the man 


on top was enjoying his goed. 


Hfe by exploiting the man be- 
low unmercifully there would 
be reason enough to berate us. 
But we made no such Infer- 
ence, suggesting instead that 
the economle health of the 
Colony into which refugees are 
able to immerse themselves, 
and more importantly in which 
‘they are able to help 
themselves with some dignity 
and freedom, is the vital point, 
and we did so wlth as much 
puotonraphic honesty as possl- 

Ie. 

As you know, In America we 
are not ashamed to Irave a 
second car for our wives when 
we go off to work. Mr Fuller 
scems to think such matters 
should be swept under the 
carpet. 


A documentary 


Finally, Mr Fuller aceuses us 
of ignoring the hospitals, wel- 
fare centres, canteens, and 
“other amenities. which the 
Hongkong Government hos pro- 
vited."” Among the amenities he 
accuses us of lgnorlng are the 
“housing cstates", which a mo- 
ment before he had described 
himself ag “brick squalor.” 

These are Fuller's blatant 
errors in fact, but beyond that 
lies his error in judgment, his 
; attempts to personallse at the 
end regarding my stake Ia 
i Hongkong which is irrelevant 
to a news report. In fifty-two 
; Minutes we assembled those 
elements which we considered 
most essential to a_document- 
ary as distinguished’ from a 
travelogue (I've done that in 
pictures). 

Sure we left out the lovely 
tourist attractions, We also left 
out the narcotic addiction, the 
smuggling, the prostitution, the 
social distinctions. We did not 
have time to ‘examige _ the 
church work and the welfare 
work, They are necessarily 
Hmlted in thelr scope because 
100,000 new arrivals, , mostly 
penniless, cach year defy any 
erganiscd philanthropy. What 
seemed important to us (and 
here any reasonable man has 
a right to disngrec) was the 
People and their ways ‘of Ilfe, 
and the awesome flow of 
human energy and courage. 


No slant 


This we attempted to docu- 
ment with what.we considered 
after much checking and cerro- 
boration to be the essential 
film sequences. We adhered to 
no slant but wecvedited with a 
point of view we hold to -be 
valid and supportable. , -

Club, Hongkong, was 
screened the 16mm Tele- 
vision film, “‘Report On 
Hongkeng,” with a com- 
mentary by William Hol- 


den, star of the film, 
“The World of  Suzio 


Wong.” 


The original object of the 
film was to give the multi- 
million TV audience of the 
United States of America an 
objective account of present 
day life in Hongkong. 

The method chosen was to 
select three - representative 
types of Hongkong’s residents. 
The persons selected were Mr 
Michael Turner, Chairman and 
Chief

Chinese lawyer; .and an im- 
pecunlaus refugee family.

While these — shots were 
screened, Mr = Holden's voice 
gave a non stop commentary. 
With the opening shot of Mr 
Holden, he reminds his audience 
that ..... Colonialism {3 for 
most of us a-dirty word," and 
to prove his point, the camera 
swoops down to the indescrib- 
able squalor of the refugee 
shacks.

Bungalows 


. for 
drug cases 


Four bungalows have been 
built by prison labour in 
the Siu Lam Volicy, a 
small wooded area in the 
Castle - Peak District of 
the new Territorics, to 
accommedate cured drug 
addicts on thoir release 
fram Tai Lam Prison.

The four bungalows form part 
of the Pilot Rehabilitation 
Settlement for cured drug ad- 
dicts which the Christian Wel- 
fare and Rellef Councll is spon- 
soring on some 20 acres of 
Crown Land in the Valley, 


The cettlement will be opeacd 
by Mrs C. J. Norman, wife of 
the Commissioner of Prisons, at 
14 pm_ tomorrow. It is hoped 
that the settlement will even- 
tually accommodate 20 cured 
drup addicts and their familles 
in four bungalows and eight 
duplex buildings. 


FOOD AND TOOLS 


‘The Christian Welfare and 
Relief Council supplied the 
materials for the constructlon of 
the bungalows. The settlers 
will be given food, clothing, 
farm tools and supplies as well 
as pigs and poultry to assist 
them along the road to rehabili- 
tation. 


The purpose of the Siu Lam 
Valley project is to provide the 
cured drug addict, after his re- 
lease from prison, with a clean 
and wholesome environment 
and a useful life as a vegetable 
farmer so‘as to prevent him 
from returning to the drug 
habit.

housing estates 


Some 35,000 people are living in about 5,500 flats in 
the Housing Authority’s three existing estates 
—the North Point Estate at Java-road, the 
Sai Wan Chuen Estate in Kennedy Town and 
the So Uk Estate in Kowloon. 


In addition, there are 70 shop 
fenants at North Point and 30 
at So Uk, according to the latest 
report issucd by the Housing 


Authority. 

When the current building 
programme is completed, in 
three years' time, the Hotlsing 
Authority's five estates—Norih 
Point, Sal Wan Chuen, So Uk, 
Mao Tau Wei and Chol Hung— 
will have altogether 197,595 flats 
for housing some 105,300 people. 


ALSO SCHOOLS 

These housing projects, in- 
volving a capital ¢xpenditure 
of some $165,000,000 wil! also 

| have schools, clinics, post 

offices, community centres, 
shopping facilities and other 
amenitics, ; 

The report states that all the 
flats at the North Point Estate 
and at Sal Wan Chuen are let; 
the occasional vacancies which 


occur are filled without dim- | 


culty from a waiting lst of ap- 
plicants. 

Well over half of the 5,302 
flats that the So Uk Estate will 
cyentually contain have already 
been taken over and occupledl. 

1 Of the eleven blocks in the first 
three sections, nine have been 
completed and let and work on 
the remaining two Dblecks is 
rapidly approaching completion.

Work on the fourth ond! final 
section of the So Uk Estate, 
comprising five blocks, is in

the Autumn of 1962. Two 24- 
classroom primary schools, in- 
corporated into Lily House and 
Larkspur House, have been 
taken over by the Education 
Department and ore now func- 
tloning.. :

If the machine proves 
completely workable and 
efficient, a solid line of 
Chinese characters will be 
Bet and cast on one piece of 
metal in less time than it 
would take to write them or 
set them in individual pieces 
of type. 

Just as the “lino” now 
casts column after column of 
news daily for the English 
language newspapers, 80 
would this new machine per- 
form that service for the 
Chinese newspapers.
